In Luke viii, 40, we read that when 
Jesus returned from Gadara the people 
clauly received Him, for they were all 
Waiting for Him. In Mark ii, 1, 2, we 
read that) many were gathered to- 
wether, filling the house and leaving 
no room even about the door, and He 
reached the word unto them. In 
wke v, 17, we read that there were 
Pharisees and doctors of the law pres. 
ent from every town in Galilee and 
also from Judea and Jerusalem and 
the power of the Lord was present to 
heal them, 

Then came four men, bringing on a 
bed a palsied friend of theirs, and 
When they could not get even near the 
door beenuse of the crowd they curs 
ried him to the roof, made an opening 
and let him down through the tiling, 
With his couch, into the midst before 
Jesus. Compare the records in’ Mark 
ii end Luke v with our lesson in Mat- 
thew, and in each you hear Jesus say- 
ing to the sick man, “Thy sins are for- 
viven thee.”
